The thumb pro- 
truding between the index and big 
finger is the signal for a split quo- 
tation. Nothing less than 10,000 
bushels can be traded 4n on a split 
quotation, which, if 90% —%4, 
means that half is taken at 90% 
cents and half at 9034 cents. 

These characters refer to the 
price, and the hands and fingers are 

eld in a horizontal position. When 
displayed vertically the quantity is 
indicated, each extended finger rep- 
resenting 5,000 bushels. When the 
desire is to sell the palm of the hand 
is held outward, and when the trad- 
er wishes to buy he signals with the 
palm facing him.—Popular Science 
Monthly.
